Thepeoplc of Wilmington demanded 
of the Colonel to rurrender the cargo to them.- 
He imperiously refiued. They called upon 
<iov. Vance, who finally got on a stall in the 
market-house and addressed them. He said 
they should be protected. Tho Governor made 
a formal demand of Gen. Whiting to deliver 
the vessel to him at the Wilmington whar'. 
The General hesitated, the people became in- 
furiated, atd finally Gsa. Whiting, to appeise 
them, acceded to the demand of the Governor. 
After this the people demanded the removal of 
the Colonel. This was also granted. Clearly, 
the pulse of North Carolina begins to boat 
with a healthy tone. 

— The Kansas Journal 
relates the following anecdote about a woman 
of doubtful loyalty, who was recently before 
the Provost Marshal: "She gave as an evi- 
dence of her loyalty that her husband had 
been killed in the One-Huodred-and-Siith 
Illinois regiment.

Thh Condition of the Rriiei, States- 
Opinion of the Supreme Coort. — The

[Correspondence of the Louisville Journal.) 
Fayettevii,l«, Te.nn., August 26. 
After a long cruise, your occasional cor- 
respondent has concluded to heave to, and 
give you an account ofthesayings and doings 
of the people and the army in this neck of tho 
woods. We have been steadily working our 
way, under the direction of General Gordon 
Granger, from Nashville through Franklin, 
Triune, and Shelbyville. having considerable 
skirmishing at the last two places, until one 
week since, when the reserve corps, Depart- 
ment of the Cumberland, was suddenly dis- 
turbed in its quiet possession of the town of 
Shelbyville, and the regiments sent to differ- 
ent parts, leaving a garrison at that place. 

The 121st Ohio infantry, Lieut. Col. Bin- 
ning commanding, was assigned to the com- 
mand of the town of Fayetteville, and on the 
Mtb instant took up i's march. The 10th 
Ohio cavalry escorted us down, and left on 
Monday in the direction of Pulaski and Co- 
lumbia in search of guerilla binds that are 
troubling those parts. On the first day all 
went off quietly, with no straggling on the 
part of officers or men. Rumors of bmh- 
wLackere were met at every firm-house, and 
every man, woman, and child had their par 
ticular wrongs to rehearse, but the only evi- 
dence of "vandalism" was the untouched 
fields, well-stocked farm?, and healthful ap- 
pearance of the yeomanry. We were skepti- 
cal in regard to" their statements, and after- 
wards discovered thRt these same parties were 
active in giving information to- tho lawless 
bands that infest the woods along the road. 
On coming to a bak for the night, and having 
our appetites sharpened by a march of seven- 
teen miles of rough road, we found missing 
a very important prerequisr.e to our corafori. 
Our baker was nowhere to be found. Oa the 
following day, as we entered Fayetteville a 
citizen brought us word that the baker, two 
employes, and team had been captured 
by bushwhackers, the evening before, 
within one and a half miles of our 
encampment. Thero were six of the captors, 
representing themselves as belonging to 
Brogg's army, and that they were acting as 
sccuts. They took all the money the party 
had, except twenty-seven dollars which one 
of tbem was sly enough to throw in the grass 
before they were searched. They took such 
articles as they could carry away"ou horseback, 
and Ihen set fire to the wagon. The wagon 
was filled with apples, peache3, bread, pies, 
and Euch articles as constitute a regimental 
bakery, including a portable oven ; this they 
carried partly sway, to moke horse-shoea ot 
They esoorted^these gentlemen over hill and 
vale for several miles that night, and next 
morning paroled them, telling them to go in 
the direction of Shelbyvilie or they would 
kill tbem. They were very careful to obey 
until out of sight, when "they made their 
way across the country to the front. 
They were not treated badly personally; in 
fact, tbt-y took some trouble to see that they 
got their breakfasts before they started. These 
highwaymen are not legitimately in the em- 
ploy of the Southern Confederacy, but are de- 
serters from Bragg's army, who are evading 
both parties, and have no way of sustaining 
themselves but by pluuder. The citizens of 
this county have finally come to their senses, 
and are forming a company to root them out. 
A negro was found dead on the road about 
fcur miles from this place, in the direction of 
Pulaski. Other negroes coming in say that 
the bushwhackers killed him; but the proba- 
bilities are that his master overtook him run- 
ning away and shot him. Refugees come in 
every day claiming onr protection. Almost 
every citizen in this county has taken the 
oalb, but not until lately has it been safe for 
any small Darty to travel any of the roads 
leading to this point. 

Lieut. Cel. Banning has adopted the only 
safe plan in working on "affections'' of the 
citizens of this county, and that is this: That 
while he will do anything to exterminate 
these highwaymen from their haunts— still he 
has expressed bimselt; that he will hold neigh- 
borhoods responsible for the mischief done in 
tbs.ii vicinity. It h«s alreacl; had its effect in 
the organizing of the citizens in the neighbor- 
hood to crush these murderers and thieves, 
before they get too powerful.' Quite a num- 
ber of citizens who have been very free in ex- 
pressing themselves in favor of the rebellion, 
and have done everything in their power to 
aid and abet are comin" in everv dav 
ready and willing tp throw up their'handj 
tnd commence anew, on the 'good old foun- 
dation of the Union, Constitution, and the 
Laws. 

Fayetteville, like all sece;h town3 that we 
have met, bears evidence of the devastation 
which necessarily follows an army. Its citi- 
zens, unlike the people of Shelbyville, are 
morose, and are not careful to betray in their 
looks and words that "setesh'' is bred in their 
bones, and only suppressed by the force of cir- 
cumstances. Our troops have established a 
good reputation here for honesty and sobriety, 
and although the 121st Ohio has been in the 
field less than twelve months, under the man- 
agement of Lieut. Col. Banning, it has won 
for itself a reputation in discipline and drill 
almost unprecedented. 

The Railroad is in running order from this 
place to Dechard, where it connects with the 
main line of the Nashville and Chattanooga 
rood. Gov. Johnston, with Gen. Granger, 
made a flying trip here two weeks since. "No 
trains are running at present. The Governor 
risked considerable in coming into such a 
secession hot-bed in the absence of our troopj. 
U.'ill, the citizens say that his remarks were of 
the u 1051 decided character in regard to the 
existing state of the country, and expressed 
bimsell in £ivor of a vigorous prosecution of 
the war. 

All has been qi.'iet here since onr arrival, 
and no doubt will be so long as we remain, 
lor no pains have been spared to render the 
command effective in drill and discipline.

GENERAL HOSPITAL ANI> (JAMl'.S AT BOWL- 
Wa UIUCEN. 
[Correspondence of the Louisville Journal.) 

Camp Maxwell, 26th Kentucky Vols., ) 
Bowling Green, Ky., Aug. 25, 1863. J 

It has been some time 3lnce r saw anything 
in your columns from Bowling Green. I sup- 
pose your readers have concluded that there is 
nothing ocenning of sufficient note for publi- 
cation. True, no brilliant deeds of chivalry 
and daring have been done in or around here 
recently. No bloody battles have been fought; 
but, oa the contrary, ever thing is peaceable 
and quiet. Business seems to be more fiour- 
ii-hing than in times of peace. In fact, were 
it r.ot for the terrible marks that have been 
made by the red hand of war previous to this 
time, one would hardly think that civil war 
with all its dire realities was lurking in our 
midst. Great changes have been wrought in 
affairs during the present year, for until lately 
hospital flags floated from the top of every 
church, and many private residences were 
filled with palevtnd emaciated soldiers; but 
such is not the case now. A general hospital 
has been established, one mile from town, on 
the banks of Barren river, sufficiently commo- 
dious to accommodate many more sick than 
we now have. And I mnst say, in jusfc* to 
those who have it in charge, that I have not 
seen 6uch a one during my soldier's life. 

Order, system, and cleanliness pervade the 
wht le institution. Different from most hos- 
pital?, it is an enviable rather than an uueu- 
viable abode. By euch a change the town is 
relieved of sick soldiers, and the church bells 
again announce divine worship and largo cos- 
courses ofpeopie are seen wending their way 
thither. Private families are no longer de- 
nied shelter from their own roof. But still, 
with these welcome changes, Bowling Green 
is not what it once was. The effects and con- 
sequences of war are distinctly written upon 
her yet. Where the wealthy merchant and 
grocer once filled his coffers we behold a 
wreck of ruins. On the neighboring hills 
where once we viewed wild and romantic 
scenery are no* seen edifices erected for hu- 
man destruction. Where once large fields, 
teeming with golden grain, and meadows 
filled with flocks of herds, attracted the gaze, 
is seen uncultivated commons dotted by 
the rude hut of the soldier. Where 
the lawyer once stood defending his client is 
seen the outlaw with ball and chain attached, 
attesting his guilt. But yet Bowling Green 
is cot void of attractions. Patriotism and hos- 
pitality still characterize its people. And, so 
for as our limited acquaintance extends, we 
find the young ladies not only beautiful and 
attractive but very enterta'ning. The young 
gentlemen are gallant and desirous that the 
stranger friend should pass hi' hours agreeably 
while in their midst. As an evidence of the 
tact, they are the mediums by which many 
pleasant interviews are had with the fair dam- 
sels of Bowling Green. Such courtesies will 
r.ever be forgotten. 

At present the 11th and 26th Kentucky in- 
fantry volunteers, one battalion ot the 8th 
Kentucky cavalry, and the batteries on the 
fortifications, form Colonel Maxwell's com- 
mend. The Colonel is using great ener- 
gy in completing the fortifications oa College 
Hill. One hundred negroes have been im- 
pressed and placed on the works. It will dur- 
ing the fall season be made one of the best 
fortifications in the State. Our regiment is 
encamped one half mile from town, in Mr. 
Raglan's beautiful orchard. The regiment is 
perfectly "disciplined, being under tho imme- 
diate command of LieutenautrColonel Thos. B. 
Fairleigh. Every man knows his duty and 
dares not evade it. The monotony of camp 
is frequently broken by eloquent strains of 
music, and we take this occasion to thank Dr. 
J. M. Bailey, Adjutant R. Vance, Captain R. 
E. Huckett, Sergeant-Major W. Lurton, Lieu- 
tenant Elder, Sergeants Harvey and Hart for 
their terviees in that capacity. We frequent- 
ly feel while under the influence of their mu- 
sic that we are not residents of eearth, but in- 
habit the celestial region? of the starry 
htavctt. N0X. 



Toomhs on the Rebel Correnct. — The fol- 
lowing letter from Robert Toombs, which ap- 
pears in the Augusta Constitutionalist (Geor- 
gia), confirms the accounts previously received 
of the depreciation of the rebel currency : 

At the beginning of kbis strugglo wo had 
large national resources and unequalled pub- 
lic credit. ■ We borrowed gold at par for our 
bonds. Wealth laid its treasures at our feet, 
and poverty itself claimed it as a privilege to 
augment our resources with its mite. Felly 
has mainly contributed to drying up this liv- 
ing fountain of public supply. The first great 
error was in attempting to carry on a great 
and expensive war solely on credit, without 
taxation. This is the first attempt nf the kind 
ever made by a civilized people. The result of 
the experiment will hardly invite its repetition. 

During the first year of its existenne the 
present Congress neither levied nor collected a 
single cent of taxes, and postponed the collec- 
tion of those levied for the second year to a 
period fatally too late to support our currency. 
The second error natually resulted from the 
fir.'t, and consummated the destruction of pub- 
lic ciedit This depreciation soon b;^an to 
manifest itself in the rise qicomuiodi!ie3; yet 
the government unwisely continued daily, by 
forced circulation, to add to this excess, in- 
crease depreciations, and enhance the prices of 
all commodities which it is compelled to pur- 
chase, and is thus exhausting the natiiuil re- 
sources in the ratio of geometrical progression. 
This ruinous policy would have longsinceran 
its course, but for the fact that- law, inclina- 
tion, and, above all, the ardent, sincere, hoiest 
(but mistxken) patriotism of the people, have 
been invoked to uphold it; but the priuciple 
being radically wrong, no human power could 
uphold it long, and, in spite of all these pow- 
erful props, our national currency is deprecia- 
ted more than one thoutand per cent, below gold 
and silver, and four hundred per cent, below 
suspended bank notee. 

Prices and payments are rapidly adjuring 
themselves to inexorable facts. The conse- 
qnences are frightful. Let us pursue them a 
little furlber. Let us suppose that we have 
five hundred millions of currency now in cir- 
culation, worth fifty millions of standard bull- 
ion. The issue of an additional fi ve hundred 
millions of such currency will not add a single 
dollar to its value. A thousand million will 
be worth no more than five hundred million 
were before the last issue — to wit, fifty mill- 
ions of bullion. The addition has only depre- 
ciated tho whole currency by oni half, and 
this depreciation will invariably exhibit itself 
in the riac of commodities for which it may ba 
exchanged. 

The government, therefore, if it expends the 
additional issue in commodities, loses — first, 
the whole amount of the depreciation exist- 
ing at the beginning of the issne, also all the 
additional depreciation produced by its dailv 
expenditure. Its note-holders lose one half 
the value of their notes. It will therefore fol- 
low that if the market price of wheat is eight 
dollars per bushel under the issue of five hun- 
dred millions of Treasury notes, it will be six- 
teen dollars per bushel under the issue of a 
thousand millions, ami sixteen dollars will be 
worth no more than eight dollars, and will 
exchange for no more in other commodities. 

A capitalist lend? his money to the govern- 
ment, and finds that at his first half yearly 
dividend he receives in payment Treasury 
notes — notes worth one third in money what 
they were when he made the loan. Yet the 
government wonders why the people will not 
buy its bonds. Investments in gold for the 
last six months have been the safest and 
among the best in the Confederate States. 
They have paid one hundred per cent per 
month on the original investment in Treasury 
notes. 

Can I say more to expose the boundless fol- 
ly of our present financial system? 

The history of the currency of our enemies 
since the beginning of this war is humiliating 
to ns. Neither had foreign credits; bath had 
powerful and established State governments 
to back them. We were united in favor of 
war; they were divided. They have kept 
twice the men in the field that we have, Hpoa 
half the money, nnd poi^ their soldiers better 
than we have. Their Treasury notes sell at a • 
discount of les? than thirty per cent; ours 
more than one hundred. The Tease* it toUlg 
tfiat their government has better understood and 
niore firmhi adhered to the true principles of 
currency tfian ours. In all else we have had 
the advantage. 

I have cud? ".vored to point out the main dif- 
ficulty in our financial policy, and have to the 
best of my judgment traced it to its true 
source — excess in the currency, not national 
debility. I will not waive ths terrible truth, 
as plain M the noonday sun, that at any and 
every standard which any intelligent man can 
apply, and at a velocity rapid and daily in- 
creasing, our currency is depreciating, dying; 
and, witnout our most vigorous efforts, must 
soon pass away. This depreciation of currency, 
therefore, whatever may be its regulation, or 
by whatever standard you may test its amount, 
is cur monster evil.

Since the recent election a great penchant, in 
fact an intense solicitude has been manifested 
in this quarter, as well as in many other parts 
or the State, to enlighten the North and the 
"rest of mankind" how "loyal Kentuckiins," 
"Democrats," &c, according to their signa- 
tures in various papers, have been deprived of 
j the elective franchise. Now, while I would 
| not by any means justify the military authori- 
ties in the manner in which the election Was 
conducted in some places in this State, as there 
is scarcely a^oubt that General Burnside's or- 
der "to aid ffle constituted authorities of Ken- 
lucky in support of the laws" was misappre- 
hended, and where the military acted not in 
subordination to the constituted authorities, 
it was in violation of the former and excep- 
tions in the latter.

nymics, endeavoring artfully to disguise their 
true status. It was, I believe, the universal 
desire of all Union men that every person

Rebel Cotton Arriving at Natchez.

Washington, S-pt. 1. 
The Richmond Enquirer of the 28th Bays 
that, the retaliation threatened by Beanregar l 
if Gen. Gilmore shells Charleston will be to 
remove the Federal prisoners from Libby 
prison and Belle Isle to be distributed at vari- 
ous points in the city of Charleston, and then 
infoim Gilmore that Charleston invites his 
shells. 

A Charleston correspondent of the Augusta 
Chroaicle writes that Fort Wagner can't be 
approached by mining. He says the islands 
are all sand on the surface and water at the 
depth of from four to six feet. Mining is 
therefore out of the question, unless the work 
is achieved by brick or wool. To do this, if 
at all practicable-, would require from Bix to 
twelve months, and then result in failure, be- 
cause all approaches would end or open in the 
moat surrounding Wagner, where there are 
from six to eight feet of water. Let people 
be .-.t ease on that score; 

Ibe guess work thus :ar regarding the tenor 
of President Lincoln's letter has bit wide of 
the mark. His friends claim for him a strict 
adherence in it to the emancipation proclama- 
tion and confiscation act; while an authorita- 
tive denial is made to this use of statements 
that the letter promises an amnesty to all 
Southern people except military and civil 
leaders, or a reservation of the confiscation 
act and the emancipation of those slaves only 
wiibin onr arrrv lines. 

This semi-official denial thus shows that 
the letter contains nothing of the kind, but is 
of a tenor just the reverse, though "rie! and 
conciliatory in its general terras. The euu- 
mcration of its contents, as published lo-u-v, ^ 
pronounced too ridiculous for denial by one 
of the evening pnpers. 

The Star of tnis evening has the following:

Lee' is crossing so low down as Port Con- 
way. If he has done so he must have counted 
upon the extremely low stage of water in the 
Rappabannock to save him from a flank tt- 
tack by our gunboats, but his position m»y 
yet prove a precarious one. If he does intend 
to try an advance movement our amy will 
eladlv welcome him.

as yet unknown to us. If it oe / J e, asa,- 
leged elsewhere in to-day's Star by a reporter 
that Lee has thrown a considerable portion of 
bis army east of the Rappahannock, in the 
vicinity of Port Conway, that movement 
must be but a feint to prevent our cavalry 
frcm paying due attention to the movements 
of tbe'force with which Stuart proposes to 
make his contemplated raid. 

About one thousand rebel cavalry under 
Imboden and White attacked and pursned a 
fmftll party of our cavalry to-day, cha3ing 
them to Edwards' Ferry on the Potomac. The 
infantry at that point prevented the rebels 
from crossing. It is rumored that another 
large body of rebels were attempting to cross 
above at Point of Rocks, but this is not fdlly 
credited. 

Another force of rebels are reported to b} 
at Great Falls, 15 miles above Georgetown, 
this evening, none of which are balieved. 

The gunboats Reliance and Satellite, cap- 
tured by the rebels on the Rappahannock, aro 
at Port Royal, on that river. An expedition 
is on foot to recapture the boats and drive 
i he rebels away, and its success is deemed 
certain. 

Rebel guerillas continue to commit depre- 
dations on our rear. Kilpatrick's men have 
been scouring the country west of here with 
great success for the last three days. 

A large body of contrabands came in from 
Prince Charles county, Maryland, fleeing 
from the rebel conscription agents who are 
there picking up every negro they can lay 
hold of. 

Nine deserters from the rebels, who were re- 
ceived into our lines after taking the oath of 
allegiance and' accepting places as substitutes 
in cur army, managed to join their comrades, 
each with a good stolen horse and such other 
plnrder as was convenient to take. 

The Internal Revenue receipts for Aueust 
are the largest of any month yet, amounting 
to $56,042,010. 

McCarter, clerk lo paymaster McFarland, 
who receutly stole $ t0,000 from the latter, but 
r. hicb money was soon recovered, has been 
tried by a militarv court and sentenced to five 
years imprisonment in the Auburn penitentia- 
ry. 

A horrihle murder was committed at Cairo, 
on the Obio river, last night A man named 
M. Rose sold to one Wit. Henly a trading bo it 
or barge. At ten o'clock last night Henly was 
called upon by Rose, who demanded payment 
for this property. They were both upon the 
boat. Henly refused payment. Rose then cut 
loose the boat from the levee and a bloody con- 
flict commenced, the boat floating down the 
river meantime. Rose seeraa to have been 
prepared with a butcher knife, with which it 
is supposed he killed Henly. Scream3 for 
help and cries of murder were heard on the 
steamer V. F. Wilson. A tug wai despatched 
to catch the floating barge. When it was 
boarded Henly was found dead and Rose sit- 
ting calmly by his corpse. 

It is supposed by some that the murderer 
must have been the victim of insanity. He 
has been committed to jAil for examination. 

A number of large wagon loads of oo'ton 
marked "C. S. A. " have reached Natchez from 
the inteiior. It is stated there by well in- 
formed parties, whose sources of information 
are of a nature to eoable them to speak ad- 
visedly, that there aremany thousand bales in 
that section bearing the same marks. The 
greater portion will doubtless be brought to 
market. 

We are at last to have a regular steam- 
packet line between Cairo and Memphis. The 
liips will be made semi weekly each way by 
first-claS3 boats, the Liberty No. 2 and Com- 
nercial; those boats connect herewith the 
Kmma No. 2 and Allen Collier for Louisville 
and Cincinnati. If properly conducted it 
will prove convenient for passengers up and 
dow n the Ohio and the Mississippi, and I am 
assured this will be the case. The Liberty 
airived from her fint trip below last night.

Washingtoh, September 1. 

The best attainable information locates Gen. 
Lee in Richmond and his army scattered over 
a line of the Blue Ridge on the west, to Port 
Royal and the Rappahannock river on the 
east, and south as far as the line of the Vir- 
ginia Central Railroad. His troops are widely 
scattered to facilitate subsisting. 

General Ewell has the left and A. P. Hill 
the centre, l>ing on the railroad from Culpep- 
per to Orange Hourthouse, while Longstreet 
holds the extreme right, occupying the line 
between Richmond and Fredericksburg. 
Cook's brigade of North Carolina troops oc- 
cupies Fredericksburg. 

Jones's brigade of cavalry is said to have 
gone back to Shenandoah Valley, and Robin- 
son to Richmond. Stewart is still in com-

mand, but is growing more and more unpipn 
lar, and it is expected he will b9 Telievel by 
Wade Hampton. 

Rebel guerillas continue in oar rear. One 
of Kilpatrick's body-guard having been kill- 
ed, permission was given the guard to hunt 
guerillas. They have been at it three days 
with great success. 

Rebel deserters continue to come in in 
squads, and are ready to take the oath of al- 
legiance; but of those who have done so, and 
have been sent as substitutes to our army, 
after stealing horses and committing other 
depredations, many managed to rejoin their 
old rebel comrades. 

A large number of contrabands escaped yes- 
terday Irom Charles county, Md. They report 
that the rebel agents are picking up every ne- 
gro they can find. 

[Special to the Tribune.) 

Lieut. Burgess, with three of Col. Baker's 
mounted rangers, went on a reconnoissance 
yesterday in search of a camp of While's 
guerillas, which tbey found ju3t beyond Leos- 
burp, and encamped near it last night. 

This morni/.g the party were attacked by 
f>bout 200 rebel cavalry and forced to retreat. 
During the skirmish Lieut. Burgess's horse 
was shot but the Lieutenant succeeded in es- 
caping and saw the rebels ride by in pursuit 
of his men. He then made his way to the 
Potomac and arrived at Point of Rocks. 
There he learned that a large number of Im- 
boden's cavalry had gone down the river. 

The whole force gf Imboden and White 
amounted to abMit one thousand men. They 
were prevented from crossing at Kdwards's 
Ferry by infantry stationed there. At the 
Point of Rocks it Wits rumored that a force 
of five or six thousand rebels were attempting 
to cross below, and several pieces of artillery 
were sent down to prevent such an attempt 
from being successful. 

To-night there are rumors of a large force 
of rebel cavalry at Great Falls, 11 miles from 
Washington, probably the same body. Our 
cavalry were sent in pursuit, aud can hardly 
tail to meet them. 

The report that Lee with 50.000 men had 
crossed the Rappahannock at Port Coaway is 
discredited here, no such intelligence having 
reached the War Depart~cnt. 

It if conceded hue by the best military au- 
thorities thai Lee Eiuct commence uueudivo 
operations or disband his army. It is believed 
to Ibis end that he is concentrating another 
larj,c army tor an invasion, which is bis only 
hope, and is to be attempted as a last resort. 

To meet thi3 expected movement of Lee 
the Army of the Potomac will be on the alert. 

Gen. Meigs, Quartermaster General, has 
been ordered to the Army of the Potomac. 
Rumor has it that both he and the Surgeon 
(lei. era 1 , aie in disfavor, and neither will re- 
turn to their po3ts. 

We learu that the President has received a 
letter from General Grant, in which he not 
only pledges himself to aid Adjutant-General 
Thomas in bis labors, but alsb heartily en- 
dorses the emancipation proclamation and the 
raising of colored troops, and earnestly ex- 
presses the opinion that with the latter gieat 
results can be obtained. 

The Herald's despatch says, relative to the 
reported rebel crossing at Port Conway, that 
parties who have arrived from tho front to- 
day know nothing of any such movement of 
the enemy, and its improbability is shown by 
tbe crossing having been located at a point 
r ccessihlc to our gunboaU, which would have 
interfered with any such movement. 

The departments are without any later or 
additional information either official or other- 
wise than has already been published in re- 
gard to operations at Charleston. 

Gen. Gilmore and Admiral Dahlgren report 
everything as progressing favorably. Requi- 
sitions for men and material are promptly 
filled, and the condnct of tbe siege is left en- 
tirely to their discretion, with every confi- 
dence that they will finally meet with com- 
plete success.

Babdstowx, Ky., August 31. 

Will you allow me a little spsce in your 
colnmns that I may do justi'e to the memory 
of as brave and gallantan officer as ever offered 
up bis life upon the altarofhls country? 

Lieutenant George Jenkins, of tbe 2d Ken- 
tucky cavalry, was killed in a skirnvsb. with 
the enemy near Concord Church (in front of 
Tullaboma) on the 'ituh of June. He was in 
i barge of the skirmish line while advancing 
fiom nnisboro upon Tullaboma, and suddenly 
came upon a superior force of rebels, strongly- 
posted in a thicket upon either side, and com- 
pletely covering the rood upon which tbe col- 
umn was advancing. With the greatest cool- 
ness and deliberation be held his command 
"well in hand,'' and although tbe enemy num- 
bered three to one he allowed no panic among 
his men but coolly and in perfect order fell 
back upon the main body. 

Within a distance of fifty yards he "about 
faced" his little squad three separate times, 
end poured into the rebel ranks most destruc- 
tive volleys. 

He was in the act of wheeling his horse the 
second time when the fatal messenger ctme; 
yet the brave fellow, without losing his pres- 
ence cf mind for a moment, cried out, cling- 
ing to the saddle for support, "Boys, give tbem 
one more!" 

A few moments after he fell from his horse 
and was borne to tbe rear. He lived but a 
short time, and died regretting that he had not 
another life to offer fbr the good cause. 

This record is true; and yet enemies to the 
great and noble object for which he sacrifice! 
bis life will have it that, because the shot 
struck him in the side, he was turning to flee 
as a recreant and a coward. 

'Tis false! He died aa nobly as ever man 
did upon the field of battle. I was there, and 
brought his remains h -me for burial. 

It is envy and malice alone that would seek 
to blatt and deface the memory of ibis gallant 
young soldier, and cause sorrow to the heart 
ot tbe old father, who, amid the darkening 
shadows that once hung over the destinies of 
cur State, remained true and loyal, and, 
though surrounded by traitors the while, in- 
stilled the germs of trne patriotism into the 
heart of bis boy. •

Tmk Attack on Mobil* — Mobile is going 
to be attacked in a formidable manner. An- 
other corps of tho army from Gen Grant ar- 
rived here yesterday. This corp3 numbers 
about 27 000 men, and, with two divisions 
which came down a few days ago, united with 
the G,C00 escaped men of Gen. Banks's expe- 
dition, will make quite a respectable force of 
about 40,000 men.

It is said that he is al- 
ready at Natchez, starting the movement. We 
may, therefore, bear soon that the city is at- 
tacked simultaneously from several sides, if 
not completely invested. At least such is tbe 
plan contemplated by the Federals. They ex- 
pect short work and a speedy ruccesa from it.

Tbihi tk to Mr. Crittbnoin. — At the last 
regular monthly meeting of the Massachusetts 
Historical Society the President, Hon. Robert 
C. Winthrop, announced the death of Mr. 
Crittenden, an honorary member of the So- 
ciety. After giving an appropriate sketch of 
the public life of Mr. Crittenden, characteriz- 
ing him as an ever faithful and firm friend of 
the Union, Mr. Winthrop concluded as fol- 
lows: 

In the fad struggles which have grown out 

of lhe present unholy rebellion, he was called 
on to play a part of no doubtful or secondary 
importance. Whether the precise measure of 
adjustment which he proposed, in order to ar- 
rest the unnatural blow which was aimed at 
the American Union, ought to have been or 
could have been adopted, and how far it 
would have been successful in accomplishing 
its object if it had been adopted, are question3 
rn which there will never probably be a per- 
fect unanimity of opinion. Put the name of 
Mr. Crittenden will not the less proudly be 
associated, in all time to come, with an 
hon eat, earnest, and strenuous effort to avert 
the dread calamities of civil war, and to pre- 
serve unbroken the Union and domestic peace 
of his beloved country. 

As the leading statesman of the Border 
States, his course was full of delicacy and dif- 
ficulty. It is hardly too mnch to say that had 
he failed or faltered in susUioing the cause of 
tbe Government and of the Union, or had he 
sustained it on any other grounds or in any 
other way than he did, the State of Kentucky 
might have been lost to that cause. Nor can 
any one doubt that the loyal and nobleattitude 
of that honored Commonwealth at the present 
hour, on which the best hope3 of the Union 
may even now bang, h in a large degree ow- 
ing to his powerful ir.lluence, his inspiringap- 
peal;, and bis unwavering patriotism. 

This is not' the occasion lor sneaking of' the 
pertoca! qualities which fo ortefeiired Mr. Orit- 
terden to lis friends, and which made friends 
for him of all who knew bim. Others have 
pesressed faculties more adapted for command- 
ing and enforcing a compliance with their 
wishes, tbtir r.inbitijn, o: liitir win; but no 
ore of our day or generation certainly had 
wore nf that magnetic attraction which se- 
cured the Witling B)lupaihy, cuuuuence, aud 
co-cpoioiion of all within its reach. The 
charm of his manner, the cordiality and gen- 
erosity of his whole nature, the music of his 
voice, and the ma ic power of bis eloquence, 
rs well in conversation as in formal discourse, 
will be emong the lasting traditions of the 
circles in which he moved; and hi3 death will 
be long felt, not only as a great public loss at 
such a period of his country's neod, but as a 
personal sorrow to all who have enjoyed the 
privilege of his friendship. 

Elizabetfitown, Ky„ August 31. 
To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

Having been for some time absent from old 
Kentucky, we came back on the 29tb, and 
connted on enjoying a little quiet and rest 
alter having been wearied out by attending 
some half dozen political mass meetings; but 
a!f,s, man can never foresee the future, for I 
had scarce composed myself to sleep upon my 
bard camp pallet when news came that an 
item would be raised by visiting Elisabeth* 
town. Mounted on a hard-trotting animal of 
Uncle Sam's, we quickly sped our way to 
Klizabethtown, where, held in durance vile 
by Captain Irelaud, commanding the Post, we 
found the following named parties: John 
Ashciaft, Robert Uaycraft, David Bethel, 
Charles M. Patton, and D. M. Stevens, acctHed 
of aiding and abetting the treason of the so- 
i oiled Confederate States. We hurried round 
and, pencil in hand, endeavored to get ready 
a report fin tbe Journal of this morning, but 
lhe iniUtury fiat went forth, and I could not 
send forth the result of my researches. In the 
evening Col. S. A. Strickland, commanding 
the 50lh itgituent Obio Volunteer Infantry, 
bad a private examination of the accused, bat 
ns the press was not admit^d, I can give no 
account of the facts U3 elicited; but, from 
patient inquiry t " ua ve obtained the following 
state men' ) wnich we consider very accurate: 
Saturday, the 28th instant, Robert Hay- 
craft, of this county, brought to Klizabethlown 
thirty -six thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
one dollars the so-called Confederate States 
currency. This, as per agre^? 01 : b*nded. 
e ver to John Ashcraft, who claims to be the 
sole owner, and for the sum ot fifty dol- 
lars. He (Uaycraft) agreed to gwtde" Ash- 
craft through Kentucky, and. aiiiat him in 
maki-ghis way through to tho rebel Hues. It 
:eems that all above mentioned were privy, to 
tbe intentions ci Ashcraft, and were ready 
atd willing to assist him therein, for Haycraft 
nrd Bethel bought a ho:se for his use, and the 
rendezvous seemed to be at Bethel's house. 
On Saturday evening Ashcraft stared with 
Haycraft fur a guide, but it seems that Ilaj- 
eraft did not make very many endeavors to 
hasten the trip, but indeed to delay it. From 
conversation with the prisoners wa iiuu mat 
be coB-CUuicaied the fact to them. Ashcraft 
had a large sum of Confederate bills on his 
rerson, and suggested the plan of taking them 
froc? him and disposing of them for their own 
profit. This prcject was favorably received by 
Patton and .Bethel, and they, by some speci- 
ous pretence, got Stevens to likewise engage 
in the uudertaking. florae way or other they 
got rather wary of theatiiJr, and so they, pw- 
tially, disclosing the arrangement to Lieut. 
Jenkins, of the 12th Kentucky cavalry, and 
Sergeant f . P. Thomas, of co. C, .W;h O. V. t, 
obtained their company. 

Jenkins and Thomas plainly saw some- 
thing was io the wind, and made up their 
minds to see the thing through, but all the 
time supposed it was contraband property 
which fomc rebels were trying to run the 
blockade, with, never imagining it was 
money. 

When they came up with Haycraft and 
Ashcraiton the read Stevens got timid and 
fell in tbe rear, Lieutenant Jenkins halted 
them, and Sergeant Thomas asked Ashcraft if 
be bad any papers or anything calculated to 
give aid and comfort to the rebels, or any con- 
cealed weapons? He denied the possession of 
any, but said he had some newspapers, and 
pulled out a number of copies of the Louisville 
Dtmocrat. This not satisfying Sergeant 
Thomas he proceeded to search him and found 
in a cloth sack, nicely constructed and placed 
next bis skin, a number of packages of money, 
which, on examination, proved to contain 
$30,861 of Confederate scrip, mostly of the 
date of 1801. The whole party then started 
)>ack toward Klizabetbtown, when Patton 
demanded the money of Jenkins as be wanted 
to keep it until Monday morning, aid, 
us there were five of the gang and onlr two 
soldiers, JenkiBS thought it best togivc it up. 
Patton and Bethel both then offered Jenkins 
and Thomas each one hundred dollars in gold 
money if they would let the whole thing pass 
without saying any thing about it, but both 
refuted the money, and then Patton gave the 
money to Stevens to keep until Monday 
morning. Thomas came to town and report- 
ed to Captain D. A. Ireland, of company C, 
DOtb O. \ . I., cummanising the post, and hav- 
ing aroused the Deputy Provost Marshal Frank 
Winlock, they proceeded to arrest Stevens, 
and took possession of the money. They 
spent the remainder of tbe night in examin- 
ing Stevens, and sent out a squad uuder Lieut. 
C. Ritchie, of company C, and atrested Pat- 
ton, whUle Capt. Ireland proceeded to Bethel's 
and arrested Ashcraft, Haycraft, and Bethel. 
At an early hour Col. Strickland arrived in 
Klizabethtowu and took charge of the matter^ 
llius relieving Deputy Marshal Wiulock and 
Capt. Ireland from further charge. Too much 
praise cannot be awarded to Mr. Winlock aud 
Capt. Iieland for their unremitting and earn- 
est labors in this case, and the gallantry of 
Sergeant Thcmas and Lieut. Jenkins in 
embarking on this hazardous expedition on 
tie start, merit a handsome acknowledgment. 
Mr. Wheatley, tbe able aud efficient telegraph 
operator at Ibis plait, also gave his assistance, 
and was constantly at bis post, as we have 
ever found him, ready to co-operate with the 
military authorities in the despatch or recep- 
tion of orders.

The 27th was the anniversary of the organi- 
zation of the 50lh regiment Ohio Volunteer 
Infantry, and they had a great celebration at 
the headquarters of tbe regiment at Fort 
Boyle, which was participated in by a large 
number of the fair ladies of Hardin county. I 
Col. Strickland with one of his usual happy 
efforts led off with astirring impromptu speech, 
and was followed by Judge U. G. V. Winter- 
smitb, who in a speech of some length gave 
utterance to sterling Union sentiments, and 
cheered the hearts of the soldiers by his hearty - 
endorsement of the war.

Mr. Vanwinkle was a Bell and Everett Elec- 
tor on the part of the State at large in the last 
Presidential canvass, and is one of the ablest 
lawyers and one of the most eloquent advo- 
cates in Kentucky. He is undoubtedly among 
the fort most men of the State. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Boyle is a man of first-rate capacity, 
of fine acquirements, and of considerable ex- 
perience in the business of the department at 
whose head he is placed. He will unquestion- 
ably make a capital Adjutant General. He U 
indeed full of the richest promise of every 
noble kind. Mr. Sudduth is a man of marked 
business talent and of undrooping energy. 
His abilities and his tastes combine to qualify 
him eminently foi the office to which he is 
called. 

We congratulate Governor Bramlette on the 
success with which he has constituted his of- 
ficial family. He has successfully taken the 
first step toward a successful administration of 
the government. We do not doubt that he 
will as successfully take every subsequent step.

Board of Trade held its meetings in perma- 
nence. The question of a Daily Exchange 
therefore resolves itself into one of mere ex- 
pediency, as its establishment would not facil- 
itate the operations of the Board. As the 
question was discussed at the last meet- 
ing of the Board, and will be resumed at an 
adjourned meeting next Tuesday evening 
and donbtless definitely settled, we have 
deemed it proper to make these comments on 
the inner workings of the Board of Trade, 
and to express our opinion of the present inu- 
tility of a Daily Exchange. There is not 
business enough concentrated in our city, and 
rates are so dependent upon contingencies be- 
yond the ordinary laws of trade, that satis- 
factory quotations could not be obtained by 
telegraph, while the operations on 'Change 
would be too meagre to keep up an interest in 
the attendance upon tbeni. Lit us during the 
fall and winter operate through the commit- 
tees of the Board of Trade, aad, that the value 
of these operations may be fully understood, 
we will take an early opportunity of showing 
what they have doae valuable and practical. 
In the spring, if our business channels are all 
restored, we can then establish a Daily Ex- 
change which will be creditable to our city, 
useful to our business men, and attractive to 
all strangers visiting Louisville. In the mean 
time, let as hug the golden maxim— 

Wisely and slow ; they stumble thst run fast. 



• Yesterdav Ex- Governor Hobicson was 
escorted by a numerous committee of distin. 
guished citizens to his beautiful home in the 
county of Scott. The graceful and heartfelt 
compliment was nobly deserved. 

Governor Robinson both as a man and as a 
statesman is worthy of the brightest honors 
that Kentuckians can bestow. His adminis- 
tration of the government of the Common- 
wealth during the most critical period of our 
struggle with the rebellion has been marked 
throughout with singular fidelity and has been 
crowned with eminent success. It is not in- 
deed too much to say, that, everything being 
consideied, his administration has been crown- 
ed with unequalled success. Assuming the 
Executive office under circumstances that 
were unparalleled in the past and that will 
probably remain unparalleled in all time to 
come, he ha- performed the exceedingly com- 
plex and embarrassing duties of the position 
with a lofty singleness of purpose, with a force 
and sobriety of judgment, and with a gener- 
ous devotion to the true interests of the 
Commonwealth and to the welfare of 
the Republic, that not only have 
ccmrnanded the hearty approval of the peo- 
ple, but have silenced the voice of faction. 
He in the discharge of his high trust bas so 
acquitted himself that even calnmny is hush- 
ed. Not "the gracious Duncan" was more 
"clear in his great office:' Among all the glo- 
rious sons whom Kentucky cherishes as her 
ornaments there is not one more glorious or 
more cherished than James F. Robinson. He 
retires from the Capttal to bis home, and from 
the turmoil of official life to the quiet pursuit 
of the profession of which he is the pride, at- 
tended by the love and adnHration of the 
whole people. We congratulate him on his 
proud and happy fortune. 

Yet we rejoice to know that Governor Rob- 
inson's connection with public life is nst sev- 
ered altogether. He is still a Senator of the 
Commonwealth, bis senatorial term being not 
more man naif expired. His invaluable ser- 
vices to the public cause will thus be renewed 
on a stage hardly less responsible though far 
less distracting than the one from which he ha3 
just retired

On this aspect of his fortune we most earn- 
estly congratulate the public. 



"Our city in its business relations has 
been seriously affected oy the war, and al- 
though we are beginning to recover some- 
thing of our former position, it will require 
gieat care and prudence to prevent many of 
the evils under which we have labored from 
becoming permanent. It was foreseen by 
those who looked into the future condition of 
Lcuisville, when the rebellion broke out, that 
restrictions would necessarily be imposed 
upon our trade, and that vexatious delays 
must be the natural result of the potent de- 
mands of .military necessity. To mitigate, 
correct, and avert these things as far as possi- 
ble, a charter was obtained from the Legisla- 
ture for a Board of Trade, but, despite the 
laborious exertions of a few individuals, its 
organization was pro'racted, its officers dis- 
couraged, and finally its meetings were alto- 
gether discontinued. During the past spring, 
however, at the earnest solicitation of various 
interests, mercantile, manufacturing, and 
mechanical, a call was made upon our business 
men to reorganize the Board, or rather to at- 
tempt to complete the delayed organization. 
No one bnt those who were concerned in this 
movement can realize the perplexities, anxie- 
ties, and hindrances which were attendant upon 
it. Ken had crept into business here who were 
devoid of loyalty and of mercantile honor, and 
■were using the most strenuous exertions to 
circumvent the regulations of the Treasury 
for preventing trade with insurrectionary dis- 
tricts—in fact, were carrying on a contraband 
business, and under the pretext of supplying 
the domestic and necessary wants of citizens 
on onr border. A Board of Trade to b» effi- 
cient for good must possess the confidence of 
the government as well as of the community. 
To secure this, it was determined to make an 
affirmation of loyalty a prerequisite of mem- 
bership, and the constitutios of the association 
was altered to carry out this determination. 
This was not accomplished without a struggle, 
which it was at one time thought might to- 
tally disband the Board, for several of its mo3t 
zealons friends refused to submit to any 
Such test, although they were almost daily in 
the habit of taking such oaths as were requisite 
to obtain permits for shipping goods. Under 
such discouragements, the members, who felt 
the importance of having a record of loyalty 
to enable them to present grievances to the 
constituted authorities with a probability of 
having them removed, redoubled their exer- 
tions to form a Board of Trade, and their suc- 
cess has been truly gratifying, as it now num- 
bers about two hundred individuals and firms, 
and is constantly receiving accessions. 

The unfortunate division of sentiment among 
Our citizens on the policy of the test affirma- 
tion has of course weakened the resources of 
the Board and made it incumbent on a por- 
tion of the community to become the custo- 
dians of the interests of the entire business of 
the city, and, to some extent, of the whole 
State, as naturally dependent upon the city. 
This responsibility was a grave oae, and to 
assume it, with all proper precautions, 
it has thus far been their policy to 
confine their action strictly as a Board 
of Trade, working through standing and 
special committees with great industry 
and the most encouraging effect. Some mem- 
bers think that the general interests could be 
best subserved by extending the sphere of the 
operations of the Board of Trade to the estab- 
ment of a Daily Exchange, a project contem- 
plated in the original design of the Association 
and delayed only on account of the disarrange- 
ments of business and the large additional 
expense it would entail. There can be no 
doubt that the daily intercourse on a "rialto, 
the place where merchants most do congre- 
gate," would be highly advantageous at all 
times when the stream of business flows unre- 
stricted and .snot dammed b, civil dissension 
©r impeded by the necessarily stringent rules 
to guard improper intercourse with the rebels 
But there can be no modification of these 
rules, or no removal of restrictions which is 
not accomplished by committees even if the

AGAIN TO THE FRONT! 



Jagy-There is every reason to believe tha 
the growth of sound principles and of health- 
fnl sentiments among the people is increasing 
daily with a very cheering rapidity. From all 
directions we receive gratifying assurances of 
the increase of true conservative sentiment, 
and the desire and determination of the peo- 
ple to sustain the Union and the Constitution. 
The slanders which political opponents hurl 
at the conservative majority in the country 
are falling harmlessly to the ground, and the 
Uulh is gaining power everywhere. 

There are certain conservative principles 
which are so manifestly true that they ought 
not to require any repetition. But they can- 
not be toe often repeated in times like the 
present, when among the men who make the 
loudest protestations of loyalty are found so 
many secret enemies of the country. 

The constitution must be sustained, sup- 
ported, defended as the supreme law of the 
land. The specious doctrine that an enemy 
of his country has forfeited a right to claim 
the protection of its constitution is a heresy 
to be everywhere put down. The murderer 
may claim all the protection of the law he 
bas outraged and violated. The lynch-law 
doctrine that a man who is notoriously guilty 
of a crime may be hung without conviction is 
no law for us. Our own lives and property 
are dependent on en forcing always and every- 
where the right of the criminal, the murderer, 
the parricide, the traitor, to all those formal 
protections which the constitution throws 
around the accused, whether innocent or 
guilty. Abandon this principle, and we have 
mob law. Deny enemies of their country any 
rights under the constitution, and you at 
once encourage the violence of majorities, and 
abolitionists here and conservatives there 
would be adjudged traitors by the mob, and 
hung in fpite of protestations of loyalty. 

In defending the constitution, conservative 
men keep practically before them the support 
of constitutional officers. The worst possible 
fate that could befall the country would be a 
break in the constitutional succession of Pres- 
idents. The raost dangerous plot in the North 
was that plot devised by radical men in New 
York to supersede Mr. Lincoln, which pro- 
gressed much further than men may imagine. 
Its history will perhaps come out before long. 
Mr. Lincoln is the constitutional President, 
and will remain so, if he lives, till the 4th of 
March, 18C5. He is recognized as such by 
every loyal American, and no conservative 
man will have any connection with leagues, 
plots, conspiracies, or plans for revolutionary 
turposes looking to a break in the succession 
of American Presidents. We trust the day 
of such ideas is over. The insanity of radi- 
calism alone could seriously look on such 
propositions with favor. 

The maintenance of the supremacy of law 
everywhere is another conservative principle. 
We ignore the so-called higher-law doctrine. 
We deny the right of every man to erect his 
conscience into a law higher than the law of 
his country. That doctrine is not to be pleaded 
on the one hand to justify resistance to gov- 
ernment and its demands, nor on the other 
hand to justify mobs and popular violence 
nominally in the interest of the government. 
No illegal act can be in the interest of govern- 
ment. 

These are all general principles, but they 
have practical value. If the people adhere to 
them, we shall sustain the government of the 
United States through its present troubles, and 
the future prosperity will be greater than all 
that is in the past. 

Now, we want to know when the time is 
coming for putting a stop to the startling 
usurpations of the President, and these un- 
constitutional acts of Congress? When will 
Bramlette k Co. undertake that task?

The time for trying to put a stop to these 
misdeeds came with the misdeeds themselves, 
and has been ever since diligently improved 
in every legitimate mode by the Union men 
of Kentucky, as it will continue to ba until 
the effort Bhall prove effectual.

The time, as we 
have said, is coeval with the misdeeds to be 
corrected, but it will come in an especial man- 
ner with the coming national election, when 
the Union men of Kentucky, battling by the 
side of the conservatives of the North, will in 
an especial manner put forth their energies 
against the crimes and follies of the party now 
in power.

jir Killing or Capt. MuurUY at Leba- 
nonTI^^-^ 6 jesterday chronicled tht death 
of Captain Murphy, of the Eighth Kentucky 
.Infantry, at the hands of Col. Spalding, of the 
Thirty-seventh Kentucky. Liout-Col. W. O. 
Watts, of the Thirty-seventh, gives us the fol- 
lowing version of the sad affair: 

Col. Spalding had just brought in some pris; 
oners on Monday evening, when he was ap- 
proached by Captain Murphy in an insulting 
manner and with a drawn pistol, complaining 
of the treatment by the Thirty-seventh to his 
men of the Eighth. The camps of the two reg- 
iments were situated about two miles and a 
balftfpart, and the camp of the Eighth Ken- 
tucky being neartst Lebanon, the members of 
the Thirty-seventh had to pass through the 
other's lines whenever occasion required them 
logo to town. Orders had been issued to the 
former not to let Opionel Spalding's men pass 
through its lines. This gave rise to the jealous 
feeling between the two regiments and brought 
about the difficulty. When approached by 
Captain Murphy, Colonel Spalding was un- 
armed, but told tho Captain to shoot if he 
thought "it would be a brpve act." The 
Captain did not then fire, but still held his 
pistol in his hands. He went to another part 
of the camp, his horse being led by a Lieu- 
tenant of his regiment, who was persuading 
bim to desist, when Colonel Spalding ordered 
three of his soldiers to arrest him. They pro- 
ceeded to do so, but before they could take 
bold of bim be fired at Colonel Spalding, the 
all just passing the lett temple, without injury. 
The Colonel in the meantime had procured a 
weapon, and, without a moment's hesitation, 
gbot Captain Murphy through the heart. The 
guards also fired, two shots hitting him, the 
other missing. Colonel Spalding was imme- 
diately placed under arrest by an order from 
General Boyle. A court of inquiry was sent 
down yesterday to investigate the affair which 
has terminated so unfortunately. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Watts informs us that 
it is the universal verdict among both soldiers 
and citizens that the killing was done in self- 
defence. He also states that Capt. Murphy 
was under the inlluence of liquor, and U3ed 
the most insulting and ungentiemanly lan- 
guage towards Col. Spalding that he .could 
possibly have employed. If the above is a 
true version of the affair, Col. Spalding will 
undoubtedly be released as soon as the matter 
undergo investigation.

ed that the camp of the Thirty-seventh 
is within four hundred yards of town, and that 
the other camp is two miles and a half, and on 
the same road, consequently we are induced 
to belieTe that Lieut.-Col. Watts has uninten- 
tionally made some mistake in their location

— A letter from Cano 
Hill, Ala., dated at five o'clock on Sunday 
afternoon, says the Fifteenth Kentucky regi- 
ment had just received marching orders to 
etart at eight o'clock. McCook's division 
crossed the Tennessee river on Saturday, the 
rebel pickets, sixty in number, giving them- 
selves up without firing a shot. No g-eat 
lighting is anticipated before our force; tucb 
Rome. The rureor had been revived that 
Bragg was evacuating Chattanooga. It is 
hardly time for that, however, yet, as Burn- 
side is not yet on his flank.

New York, Sept. 2. 

The following is President Lincoln's letter: 
Execctivi Mansion, ) 
Washington, August 26, 1863. ) 
Hon. Janus C. Conklin: 

My Dear Sir: Your letter inviting rae to 
attend a mass meeting of Union men, to be 
held at the capital of Illinois on the third day 
ot September, has been received. It would be 
very agreeable to me thus to meet my old 
friends at my o.wn home, but I cannot just 
new be absent from this city so long as a visit 
there would require. 

The meeting is to be of al! those who main- 
tain unconditional devotion to the Union, and 
I am sure that o'd politicians will thank them 
for sending, as I do, the nation's gratitude to 
those other noble meD, who no partisan 
malice or pariisan hope cau make false to the 
Dalion's life. There are those who are dissat- 
isfied with me. To such I would 6ay, you 
desire peace, and you blame me that we do 
not haTe it, bat how can we attain it? There 
are but three conceivable waya. First — To 
suppress the rebellion by force of arms. This 
I am trying to do. Are you for it? If you 
are, so far we are agreed. If you are not for 
it, a second way 13 to give up the Uuion. I 
em against this. Il" you, are you should say 
so plainly. If you are not for fjree, uor vol 
for dissolution, there only remains so:ne im- 
aginative coiuyiouiioe. 1 uo not oeiieve tnat 
any compromise requiring the maiuteuauco Ol 
the Union is now possible. All that, I learn, 
leads to a directly opposite belief. The 
strength of the rebellion is its military — its 
army— that army drawing all the country 
and all the people within its range. 

Any offer of terms made by any man or 
men within that range in opposition to that 
army is simply nothing for the present, be- 
cause such man or men have no power what- 
ever to enforce their tide of a compromise, if 
one were made with them. To illustrate, sup- 
pose refugees from the South and peace men 
from the North meet together in convention 
and frame and proclaim a compromise, em- 
bracing a restoration of the Union, in what 
way can that compromise be used to keep 
General Lee's army out of Pennsylvania? 
General Meade's army can keep General Lee's 
army out of Pennsylvania, and, I think, can 
ultimately drive it out of existence, but no 
paper compromise to which the controlers of 
Gen. Lee's army are not agreed, cau at all ef- 
fect that army. 

In an effort to rnake such compromise we 
would waste time, which the enemy would 
improve to our disadvantage, aud that would 
be all. A compromise to be effective must be 
made either with those who control the rebel- 
lion or with the people first liberated from the 
dominion of that army by the success of our 
army. Now allow me to assure you that no 
word or intimation from the rebei army, or 
from aBy of the men controlling it, in relation 
to aDy pef:ce compromise has ever come to my 
knowledge or belief. All charges and intima- 
tions to the contrary are deceptive and ground- 
lees, and I promise you that if any such prop- 
osition shall hereafter coma it shall not be re- 
jected and kept secret from you. 

I freely 'acknowledge myself to b« the ser- 
vant of the people, according to the bond of 
the service— the United Slates Constitution— 
and as such I am responsible to them. But, 
to be plain, you are dissatisfied with mi about 
the negro. Quite likely there is a difference 
between you and myself upon that question. 
I certainly wish that all men could be free, 
while you, I suppese, do not. Yet I have 
neither adopted nor proposed any measure 
which is not consistent with even your views, 
provided that you are for the Union. I sug- 
gested compensated emancipation, to which 
you replied that you wished not to be tAxed 
to buy negroes, liut I had not asked you to 
be taxed to buy negroes, except in such a way 
as to save you from greater taxation, to save 
the Union exclusively by other means. 

Jefferson Citv, September 2. 

In convention this morning a committee of 
one from each county in the State was ap- 
pointed to visit Washington and lay before 
the President the grievance of the loyal peo- 
ple of Missouri. 

A resolution was passed inviting the Union 
men of Kansas to send a delegation to Wash- 
ington in conjunction with the one appointed 
by the convention. 

Henry A. Clover, of St. Louis, Arnold Koy- 
k ill, of St. Charles, and David Wagner, of 
Lerris county, were nominated by acclama- 
tion for Judges of the Supreme Court. 

A resolution was adopted instructing the 
State and Executive" Committee of the Eman- 
cipation party to prepare and publish an ad- 
dress calling upon the people to form State or- 
ganizations aud central organizations in the 
United States to give direction, efficacy, and 
power to radical reforms in our Federal rela- 
tions. 

A resolution was also adopted providing for 
a commiitee of fire to prepare a system ot or- 
ganization for the friends of freedom in this 
State, that shall take cognizance not only of 
daDgers now impending but for future emer- 
gency and trial. 

The Committee on Resolutions reported a 
platform in substance as follows: 

First— Sustains the government in a vigor- 
ous prosecution of the war to the complete 
and final suppression of the rebellion. 

Second — Denounces the military policy 
pursued in thiB State, and the delegatioi by 
the government of the military powers to 
tbe provisiou.11 State organization, the whole 
tendency of which is to throw back the peo- 
ple under the control of pro-slavery and re- 
actionary influence, to paralize the Federal 
power in suppressing the rebellion and to pro- 
long a reign rf terror throughout a largo sec- 
tion of the Stato and extend aid and comfort 
to those mtditating hostility to the national 
authority in other States. 

Third — Endorses the President's Emancipa- 
tion Proclamation, and asks for its prompt ex- 
ecution; will support no one not pledged to 
its principles; believes those liberated under 
it cannot again be reduced to ehvery; and re- 
fuses to sustain any re-organization of the 
country that does not embody the freedom 
principles therein contained. 

Fourth — Refers to French influence in Mex- 
ico, and calls on the General Government to 
resist it. 

Fifth — Arraigns the Provisional Govern- 
ment as untrue to the loyal people of the 
State, and gives eight reason.-' therefor. 

Sixth — Demands immediate emancipation 
in Missouri. 

Seventh — Favors constitutional amendment 
disfranchising all who have taken up arms 
against the government or adhere to the ene- 
mies thereof, 

Eighth — Demands that the Legislature call 
a new State Convention to take into consider- 
ation the grievances under which the State 
now labors, and, in case of their refusal, noth- 
ing can derogate from the right of the people 
to act in the matter. 

A committee wos appointed to attend the 
Union meeting at Springfield, 111., to-morrow. 

Additional resolutions passed requesting 
Governor Gamble and Lieut.-Gov. il nil to re- 
sign, urging the President to remove General 
Schcfield, denouncing Quantrell's raid on 
Lawrence, expressing the warmest sympathy 
with the survivers of the massacre, inviting all 
lovers of free labor, frie soil, and free speech 
to seek homes in Missouri, and guaranteeing 
tbem protection, thanking the gallant soldiers 
of Missouri, thanking the President for arm- 
ing negroes to kill rebels, warning members 
of the Legislature against disregarding the 
will of the people, requesting radical mem- 
bers of the Legislature to vote for B. Gratz 
Brown and Benj. Loan for United States Sen- 
ators. 

The Committee on Public Safety reported 
the followine: 

Resolved, That in view of the serious com- 
plication arising out of hostilities on the part of 
the Provisional State Government to the na- 
tional authority and national policy, and the 
absence of protection from the inroads of 
guerillas, we hereby instruct the President of 
the Convention lo appoint a general commit- 
tee of public safety, composed of one from 
each Congressional District, whose duty it 
shall be to confer with loyal men of the State 
to organize them for the protection of their 
homes; and, in the event of no relief being 
obtained from our present troubles, to call 
upon the people of the State to act in their 
sovereign capacity and take such measures of 
redress as shall be deemed necessary. 

The proceedings of the Convention were 
characterize by the most enthusiastic demon- 
strations of fervent loyalty and earnestness. 

"SvBAcrsE, S?pt. 2. 

Afternoon Session. — The Committee on Per- 
manent Organization reported the name of 
Abraham Wakeman for President and a num- 
ber of Vice Presidents, which were unani- 
mously adopted.

BAILBOAD FROM LEBANON TO DANVILLE. 

Whereas the Loiii»vil!e and Nashville Rail- 
road Company have authority by their char- 
ter to extend Branche* to any point withtu 
the State, and the Legislature by act entitled 
" An act to amend the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Reilroad charter," approved 2Rfh Febru- 
«tv 18*>3, enacted as follows, to wit: 

Jic it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky: 

Sec. 1. "That on the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Company determining to extend the 
Lebanon Branch of said road to Danville, Mt. 
Yemen, or Monticello, or some place in the di- 
rection of either of said place9; or upon said 
Railroad Company determining to extend a 
Branch west of the main stem into the coal 
regions, that it shall be lawful for said Compa- 
ny to contract with the City of Louisville to 
lend to the Company not exceeding six hun- 
dred thousand dollars, in thirty year one thou- 
sand dollar bonds, bearing six per cent interest 
per annum, payable semi-annually in Louis- 
ville, and secure the interest and principal on 
the branch or extension for whim they may 
be loaned. 

Sec. 2. That all contracts between the Lou- 
isville and Nashville Railroad Company and 
the City of Louisville, under the provisions of 
the preceding section, shall be lawful and bind- 
ing on said Company and the City of Louis- 
ville." 

And, whereas, said Company have had a 
route surveyed to Danville and to Standford, 
the grade ascertained, with an estimate of the 
cost of extension, and desire to extend the 
sun ' to the upper coat fields of the State, and 
are now engagtd in the actual location of an 
extension of the Lebanon Branch under the 
above recited act, and the cost of exteasion 
may exceed the six hundred thousand dollars 
named in said act, and as said Company have 
authority by their charter to issue income 
bonds for the payment of the additional cost— 

AN ORDINANCE 
Appropriating Six Hundred Thousand Dol- 
lars to Construct a Railroad from Lebanon 
to Danville. 

Be it ordained by the General Council of the 
City »f LouieviSe, That the Mayor of the city 
of Louisville have authority, and he is hereby 
directed, to execute, issue, and deliver to the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Company 
six hundred thirty-year city of Louisville 
coupon fconds of one thousand dollars each, 
bearisg six per cent interest, payable semi- 
annually, the bonds to bear such date and the 
principal and interest payable at such place in 
Louisville as he and the Company may agree, 
upon said Company entering into an obliga- 
tion to the city of Louisville to pay the inter- 
est and principal of said bonds as the same 
becomes due, and secure the same by a mort- 
gage upon the Lebanon Branch and said ex- 
tension jointly and equally with not exceed- 
ing a like amount of the Company's income 
coupon bonds, to be issued to pay the addi- 
tional cost of extending the Lebanon Branch. 

And be it further ordained. That to pay the 
interest of said bonds as it falls due, and the 
principal thereof in thirty years from the date 
thereof, an ad valorem tax of twenty cents on 
the one hundred dollars of taxable property 
v/ithin the limits of the city of Louisville, at 
the dates of the several assessments subject to 
taxation by the revenue laws of the State, is 
hereby levied and directed to be collected an- 
nually from the date of said bonds, provided 
the General Council of the city of Louisville 
are satisfied that the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Co. intend in good faith to pay the 
interest of the six bnndred bonds as it becomes 
due, and retire said bonds as they shall ma- 
ture, and that said company have the means 
of doing so. The right is reserved to suspend 
the collection of all or any part of the above 
tax, and renew the same at pleasure, and pro- 
vided further, that it be made a condition of 
the mortgage to secure the payment of said 
bonds, that if at any time the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad Co. shall fail to place the 
city of Louisville in funds sufficient to dis- 
charge any instalmentof interest on said bonds 
ten days before the same becomes due and 
payablo, that^the mortgage shall be forfeited 
and the city may foreclose for both interest 
and principal. 

Sec. 11. This ordinance shall only hike ef- 
fect upon being published as required by the 
charter, and upon its being voted upon and 
approved by a majority of the qualified voters 
of the city of Louisville voting thereon at 
such time as the General Council shall here- 
aftr r provide by resolution, as prescribed in 
article C, section 1 1 of the charter of Louis- 
ville.
